He accompanied the 
four military machines which came 
up from North Island, San Diego, 
to the Glenn L. Martin Company's 
quarters at Dominguez yesterday 
afternoon in one hour and fifty min- 
utes. He reported everything back to 
San Diego. 

“This is the longest range that an 
aeroplane has ever sent a message.“ 
said Lieut. Herbert Dargue, U.S. X.. 
who has charge of the aviation 
training department at North Island. 
“Hitherto we had worked radio up 
to thirty or forty miles, but had 
never before made such an exhaust- 
ive test as this one.“ 

BOTH DIRECTIONS. | 

The machine in which Capt. Cul- 
ver made this special test with radio 
equipment is a Martin machine; the 
four other machines are Curtis ma- 
chines. The latter were used by 
eight lieutenants, four of whom flew 
up from San Diego, while the other 
four flew from Nigger Slough to 
North Island. | 

The flights were made as part of 
a series of testa for seven lieuten- 
ants, who are qualifying for mili- 
tary 
to Mexico within a few days. The 
seven men are Lieuts. 8. H. Wheeler, 
R. E. Reinburg, J. C. McDonnell, 
G. H. Brett, J. W. Buttg, J. G. Hef- 
ferman and J. C. Bartholf. Lieuts. 
Reinburg, Brett, Hefferman and 
Bartholf, who flew from San Diego 
to Los Angeles, and Lieuts. Wheeler, 
McDonnell, Butts and Dargue and 
Seret. Smith, who flew from here 
south. Thus it was possible to give 
the seven tests with four machines. 

As the wind was blowing south 
and from twenty to thirty miles an 
hour, the trip up took nearly two 
hours, but the flight south was 
made in a good deal less time, Six 
thousand feet was the highest alti- 
tude reached. No trouble of any kind 
was experienced while the m ines 
were in the air. A tire blew out on 
one of the machines while it was 
standing on the ground at Nigger 
Slough. This delayed the trip south 
of Lieut. Dargue about an hour. He 
and Seret. Smith got away at 3:30 
o'clock p.m., while the others left 
between 2 o'clock and 2:30 o' clock. 

The test yesterday was a ninety- 
mile cross-country flight. As a matter 
of fact, the machines covered 105 
miles each way. Lieut. Dargue, the 
instructor, was with Gen. Pershing 
in Mexico, and sald he expects the 
men will go to that country as soon 
as they get through these tests. Col. 
Glassford, U.S. A., is in command of 
the school at North Island.

COURT UPHOLDS DEFENDANT'S 
RIGHT TO OPEN TRIAL. — 


Judges may Regulate Admission. 
but Right Does not Exist to 
Totally Exclude Public, Says Ap- 
pellate Court in Reversing an In- 
cest Decision. 


— 


The District Court of Appeal 
handed down a decision yesterday 
reversing the judgment of Superior 
Judge Craig in refusing a new trial 
Jack Latgile, who was convicted 
of incesteend given a penitentiary 
sentence. 

Though the judgment of the lower 
court was reversed on the specific 
ground that Mary Latoile, a sister of 


toile, had been allowed to testify, the 
higher court asserted that an appeal 
on the ground that the public had 
been excluded from the trial was also 
of legal validity. 

The court says: “At the beginning 
of the trial in this case the court 
made an order requiring all persons 
other than those directly connected 
with the case to withdraw from the 
room, and the case was tried behind 
closed doors. We do not doubt the 
right of the court to regulate the ad- 
mission of the public to the court- 
room in any appropriate manner in 
order to prevent overcrowding or 
disorder, but the right does not ex- 
ist to wholly exclude the public.“ 

The court further declares that 


the defendant is entitled to a “pub- 


lic trial,“ and, while the case is re- 
versed because of the admission of 
testimony as stated, the appeal on 
the ground that the public was ex- 
cluded is also held to be good. 

The same court also reversed Su- 
perior Judge Monroe in a case tried 
in Riverside county, where Tony 
Visconti was convicted of making an 
assault with a deadly weapon with 
irtent to commit murder. The court 
held it to be prejudicial error forthe 
presiding judge to refuse to give cer- 
tain instructions asked for by the 
defense.

OMBINE DIVISIONS 
OF NURSING SERVICE 


CITY BUREAU ACTS ON — 
LENT’S 


Proposes Plans Intended to Save 
Time and Promote Efficiency—To 
Bring Unity of Action with 
County Charities Commission. 


As the result of her first month's 
work at reorganization of the city’s 
nursing service, Miss Mary E. Lent 
recommended to the Bureau of Mu- 
nicipal Nursing at its meeting yes- 
terday, that the maternity and the 
child welfare divisions of the serv- 
ice be combined. Miss Lent has 
been engaged by the city to place 
the department upon an economical 
and efficient basis. 

The recommendation was adopted 
by the bureau and consolidation of 
the two divisions probably will be 
made within thirty days. The result 
of the action will be the division of 
the city into six sections, and the al- 
lotment of a nurse to each section. 
At present there are six nurses in 
the two divisions, four in the child 
welfare division and two in the ma- 
ternity division. Each nurse under 
the new plan will perform the labor 
necessary in her section. Formerly 
it was necessary to have one nurse 
for the maternity and one for the 
child welfare work. 

“The object, said Miss Lent, 18 
to save time and do the work scien- 
tifically. For one thing, it will 
shorten the distances traveled by the 
nurses, and it will also do away with 
the voluminous monthly reports, 
which are so abhorrent to the de- 
partment. This is practically all I 
have accomplished during this 
month, with the exception of a pre- 
liminary survey of the city, which 

occupied about two weeks. 

“The Health Department is in 
favor of the consolidation of the two 
divisions, the nurses are heartily in 
accord with the plan, and I am sure 
it will effect a great saving. There 
are, of course, other consolidations 
imminent.” 

The next work to be undertaken 
by Miss Lent will be to devise plans 
for co-ordination of the County 
Charities Commission and the nurs- 
ing service. 

A garden party will be given in 
Miss Lent’s honor tomorrow after- 
noon at the home of Mrs. A. N. 
Davidson, No. 997 Western avenue. 
The event is to enable all those in- 
terested in Miss Lent's work and the 
city officials to meet her and permit 
of a closer understanding.

EEP THE FREE AND FAITHFUL MEN. 
Los Angeles is a free city. It won in- 
dustrial freedom through a long fight that 
Was costly in life and money. It has made 
the nation-wide proclamation that free work- 
ers may find and hold jobs in this city. The 
result has been a marvelous prosperity, a 
perennial increase of population and the 
most cordial relation between employees 
and employers. 

Some of the employers of Los Angeles 
Harbor threaten to swerve from the true 
and honorable course; and more than that, 
to be ingrates in their treatment of the 


courageous free workers who stepped in at. 


a dangerous and crucial hour and took up 
the labor abandoned by the striking union- 
ites—held to heel by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 

The last intrenchment of the “closed 
shop” has been the harbor. Up and down 
the coast the unions are intrenched in the 
cities’ harbors, and in one place or the oth- 
er they have continually made trouble. 
They select the busiest seasons to strike; 
and when they strike, they riot. They do 
everything in their power to damage and 
injure their former employers, seeking by 


the method of the Black Hand to force the 


scale of wage higher and higher and far 


‘past the point which can be paid. 


The stevedores and longshoremen of Los 
Angeles Harbor, acting on orders from San 
Francisco—showing how our labor affairs 
are dominated by non-residents wherever 
the unions have any influence at all—went 
on a strike. They did everything they could 
to make the strike what they call a “suc- 
cess.” They threatened and assaulted and 
noted 

ut the non-union men who stepped into 
the breach could not be intimidated. They 
did ‘the work at a time when no others 
be-,found to do it, and saved big money to 
the warehouse men and shippers. 


the fight for industrial freedom in Los An- 
geles, who have worked and dared and won 
the conditions which have made Los Ange- 
les prosperous and created the business 
which sends commerce through our harbor, 
some of the San Pedro employers have not 
spurned the overtures of the strikers. Per- 
haps these employers are a bit timid and, 
being “peaceable men,” think to avoid fur- 
ther trouble. But it would be shortsight- 
edness and ingratitude to throw out the 
free workers, after their loyalty has been 
proved, to make way for the faithless strik- 
ers.

They see other men efficiently doing their 
work and they are willing to pretend to be 
humble to get their old jobs back.

UR NEGLECTED MEMORIALS. 
California is very much in the way 
of the proverbial farmer who locked the 
stable door after the horse was stolen. 
We have Landmarks Clubs and coémmi+s- 
sions, and we organize to preserve our his- 
torical relics after the stage of preserv+- 


tion (in many cases) is past, and there can 


only be a restoration, which at best is but 
imitation of the original. 

San Fernando Rey de Espana with its 
long colonnade was a beautiful structure. 
The effort now being made to preserve and 
restore it deserves success. There are many 
other historic buildings and places in Los 
Angeles and vicinity that might well have 
been preserved as object lessons of our past 
and as attractions that lend charm to our 
newness. Of all the fine adobe mansions 
that once fronted on our plaza but a crum- 
bling remnant of one building remains and 
that promises soon to give way to commer- 
cial demands. Of the massive adobe haci- 
endas that were once the home of the great 
rancheros and their families, but very few 
are left. One of the best specimens of the 
country home of the Californians, the Au- 
gustin Machado hacienda, not far from 
Palms, is still in a preservahle state. 


Most cherished among the memorials of 
the past are the ‘s Acres” where rest 
the ashes of generations long gone. But 
Los Angeles has grossly neglected her two 
most historic graveyards. The Old Masonic 
burying ground, one of the first in this sec- 
tien, is now completely obliterated, after 
years of desecration. The place now serves 
as ground for Che Los Angeles High 
School boys. 

The old Catholic graveyard on “North 
Broadway” (as we have ruthlessly modern- 
ized the beautiful and colorful name 
“Buena Vista,” loved by older residents of 
Los Angeles) was set/aside by El Pueblo de 
Los Angeles in 1839 and soon afterward 
its use began. There the early American 
pioneers, such men as B, D. Wilson, Isaac 
Williams, Alexander Bell, Richard Den and 
many another who bore valiant part in 
making the State of California were laid 
to rest. Juan Bandini, Bernardo Yorba, 
Pio Pico and hundreds of others whose 
names are historic were buried here. Now, 
wherever there were friends left who 
could possibly raise the money, the bodies 
have been removed—to save them from the 
desecration that has made the place a grim 
mockery—a standing shame to the people 
who have permitted such ruin. What might 
have been one of the most remarkable and 
interesting relics within the borders of Los 
Angeles, or of Southern California, is too 
far gone to destruction to be preserved or 
restored. The ground which was dedicated 
by the city to the purpose of a burying 
ground might well be utilized as a breath-

There are several other historic grave- 
yards that might well be saved by the com- 
munities where they are found, as historical 
spots: That at El Monte, for one; the little 
cemetery at Agua Mansa, near Riverside, 
for another. In each of these pioneers, 
whose names are a part of the history of the 
State, are buried. 

A number of fine specimens of the old 
haciendas, many fine old trees, and some 
remains of the work done by the padres and 
the Indians are yet scattered through the 
country, which are worth saving to future 
generations—if somebody would take inter- 
est in doing so before they are past pres- 
ervation. 


ERFIDIOUS ALBION.” 

Every Irishman in his own country 
and in the uttermost parts of the earth 1s 
asking himself somewhat bitterly the ques- 
tion, “Does England mean to keep faith 
with Ireland?” Again and again England 
has soothed any qualms of doubt Ireland 
may have felt with the assurance that the 
home-rule bill is al on the statute 
book, only awaiting the of the war for 
complete ratification. | 

But as events shape in Ireland and in the 
House of Commons, suspicions of British 
intentions cannot but force themselves on 
the minds of the Nationalist leaders. To 
hold Ireland to the empire when the war 
broke out all political parties at Westmin- 
ster declared their intentions of giving Ire- 
land her charter of freedom. Ireland was 
held. Many foreigners declare their inten- 
tions of becoming American citizens and 
never take out their final papers. There's 
many a slip between an jintention and its 
fulfillment. 

Relying on British protedtations, John Red- 
mond and the Nationalist members of par- 
Hament worked whole-heartedly for the 
cause of the allies, They believed that the 
British government meant what it said. Ire- 
land came up to the scratch. Her sons are 
dying by hundreds on the battlefields of 
Europe. 

And now already the old Tory party in 
England is displaying evident symptoms of 
throwing down Ireland if it can get possi- 
bly the vote of the English people to back 
its double-crossing designs. Lord Lands- 
downe in the House of Lords has openly 
flouted the demands of the Nationalists. 
At last John Redmond has begun to despair 
of the final act of justice he has worked so 
hard to obtain for his countrymen. 

It seems incredible that the English elec- 
torate will ever authorize Parliament to go 
back on its solemn pledges. But in the 
doubt and uncertainty of political action in 
England, and in the new party alignments 
that may be formed when the war necessity 
no longer unites all * Ireland has 
good reason to fear.

In 1914, exports of explosives were only 
$6,000,000; in 1916, they amounted to 
$473,000,000. 

Exports of manufactures classed as fron 
and steel increased from $251,000,000 in 

1914, to $618,000,000 in 1916. 

Manufactures of copper increased from 
$140,000,000 to $170,000,000; brass and 
manufactures thereof, from $7,000,000 to 
$126,000,000; autos and parts thereof, from 

$33,000,000 to $123,000,000; chemicals, from 

$27,000,000 to $123,000,000 mineral olls, 
from $152,000,000 to $165,000,000; leather, 
from $37,000,000 to $80,000,000; horses, 
from $3,000,000 to $73,000,000; mules from 
$1,000,000 to $23,000,000,

How are these thirty million 
trained and protected? With an 
equal chance for all? Not com- 
pletely, when 200,000 work in the 
mills and factories, and many more 
than a million work on the farms 
during the years that for happier 
children are sacred to education and 
growth. We know that not all are 
well protected, when we think of the 
unnumbered host who pass through 
asylums and institutions and ju- 
venile courts, somehow deprived of 
that family care which we like to 
call the right of all children. 

It is plain that great problems of 
social well-being and economics and 
industry and education are involved 
when we approach the problem of 
child wel 

First of all, the national records 
are strangely faulty. We do not 


dren are born nor how many chil- 
dren die. 8o the first pamphlet 
which the bureau issued was one up- 
on birth registration, a mere matter 
of routine public book-keeping, it is 
true, but one more negiected in the 
United States than in any civilized 
nation of Europe. Good social or- 
der requires public record of births, 
just as it requires public record of 
marriages. As Dr. 8. Josephine 
Baker of the New York City Board 
of Health has said, birth registra- 
tion is essential to the protection of 
infant life. It is only by authentic 
public records of birth that age can 
be proven uniformly and conclusive- 
ly, and hence birth registration is 
absolutely necessary to the protec- 
tion of children from illegal employ- 
ment. 

At once the bureau began to pre- 
pare a series of pamphlets on the 
care of children. The first is upon 
prenatal care, and reminds us that 
it is impossible to consider separate- 
ly the welfare of the child and his 
mother. 


for the care of children under 2 
years of age. The third bulletin, 


the care of children up to schoo] 
age. 

The bureau has been carrying on 
a statistical field inquiry into infant 
mortality. While the results are 
only partly published, it is fair to 
say that we see at once a connec- 
tion between the welfare of the par- 
ents, especially the welfare of the 
mother and that of the child. Where 


able, and good, there children flour- 
ish best. This means that below a 
certain standard of family income 
and family care, children encounter 
extra hazards. 

It did not need the eager crowds 


where some 3000 children were ex- 
amined at the bureau’s health con- 
ference, to prove that parents do 
not need the zest of competition in 
order to interest them in their chil- 
dren. These conferences have met 
the same enthusiastic interest in 
various county seats, where they 
have been held in connection with 
the bureau's rural studies. 

Child labor laws must not only be 
standardized in administration, but 
that enforcement demands the serv- 
ice of trained experts. It is increas- 
ingly seen that the physical vigor 
of children and youth must be con- 
served, and the laws which govern 
health in relation to mt 
must be studied if real protection of 
children is to be secured.

Regardless 
of the cause, it has been noticed by 
experienced fishermen that when 
there are heavy undercurrents in the 
ocean the fish do not bite as well as 
when they are absent. ; 

It ts impossible to describe the 
sensation caused by the first big fish 
hooked by the amateur. 
advice given by the old fishermen 
as to just what to do and how to do 
it, under such conditions, is usually 
forgotten, and excitement seems 
cast a spell over one to such an ex- 
tent that they often do and say the 
most absurd things imaginable. 

The first big fish hooked, whether 
skip jack, albicore, tuna or -yellow 
tall, is to the amateur a whale. Noth- 
ing less could pull so hard, and aft- 
er many, many hours (seemingly) 
ge passed, and the captive is safe- 
ly landed and found to weigh about 
twenty-five pounds, the victor beams 
with pride, usually has his picture 
taken with his catch, and down 
to rest, or goes to the cabin for a 
“bracer,” according to his tempera- 


ment. 

As it is impossible to 4 the 
amateur advice while landing his 
fish, it is best, if a rod and reel is 
being used, and you are trolling, to 
use an automatic drag set to about 
ten pounds, and let the captive fight 
until tired out, always reeling in 
your line te keep the slack ut. 

If you should, by accident, hook 
a swordfish or a jewfish, your call 
for help will be long and loud, but 
after one day's successful fishing, 
you are an enthusiast, and nothing 
short of a whale will satisfy you. 
It's always the same—you want the 
next one to be a little larger. 

To a real sportsman who thrives 
on excitement, there's nothi more 
satisfying than a successful deep sea 
fishing trip. : 

TROUT FISHING. — 

Although fishing has been excep- 
tionally good at Big Bear Lake all 
season, the catches for the last week 
have been the best yet recorded. 

According to sportsmen who have 
spent much of their time at Big 
Bear Lake, the fish are running in 
schools up toward the narrows, Dur- 
ing the last week the fishing down 
near the dam has been exceedingly 
poor, as all of the fish have seemed 
to travel upstream.

heaven. Suddenly the rising sun 
illumined the rim of the majestic 
hill with a ribbon of yellow light 
which gradually widened downward 
until the whole of Eagle Mountain 
was bathed in the golden glow. 

Do you long for the society of 
trees? There are pines and spruces, 
oaks and hemilocks, aspens and ce- 
dars in Yosemite which fear no ax, 
for Uncle Sam's agents are in the 
valley, even singing, 
spare that tree; touch not a single 
bough.” Do you like the perfume 
of flowers. You may bend over 
primroses, azalias, lilies and roses, 
but you must not pluck a single blos- 
som, but leave them to gladden the 
eyes and exhilarate the noses of the 
next batch of tourists. 

It is a walk of but a mile or 60 
from El Capitan camp to Yosemite 
village, and you can ride in an auto 
if your pedoneums are disinclined 
to exertion—as mine always are, 
There is a postoffice, express, tele- 
phone and telegraph office there, and 
a barber shop, a general store and 
other reminders of the effete civiliza- 
tion you left behind you and would 
like never to see again. There is 
also a room built around a big tree, 
and you cannot find that in any of 
the hotels or restaurants in An- 
geles, whose proprietors obey the 
scriptural injunction to take in 
strangers and do for them. 

And here you stand awestruck, 
with uncovered head, before Yosem- 
ite Fallis—a mighty stream which 
leaps over 2000 feet from the summit 
of the mountain. Its first jump is 
1430 feet, its middle one is 600 — 
ust 
think of a river forty feet wide, five 
feet deep and carying 21,660,000 gal- 
lons of water per hour, shooting 
from the summit of a cliff 
shrouded with a spray of diamonds 
glittering in the sunlight, and strik- 
ing the rocks below with a sound 
like the roar of an army of giants. 

A curious feature of these great 
walls of rock is the fringe of trees 
upon them. Where they have found 
nutriment for their roots is a mys- 
tery which man can never solve till 
he ascends or descends to them on 
an aeroplane and anchors his flying 
machine with a rope to a tree.

Facing El Capitan camp on the 
west, Eagle Mountain towers perpen- 
dicularly nearly 4000 feet, so steep 
that even a mountain goat could not 
climb it, and if a man should at- 


get his goat. 

This camp reminds me of the vi- 
lage of Chamonix at the foot of 
Mont Blanc in Switzerland, where 
American tourists, staff in hand, and 
British tourists emulating: — 

“Tiberius Gracchus, 

Short, but not so fast as Bacchus, 

Mounted on a little jackass,” 
followed the guide up the train 
merely to be able to boast in Chicago 
and in London that they had “as- 
cended Mont Blanc.” 

I did not care to enjoy the climb it 
and I remained in Chamonnix until 
the rest of our party, with scorched 
ears and blistered noses and wenried 
legs, returned to Chamonix. 

I have read the story told by that 
passage from the works of God in 
Siskyyou county, known as Mt. 
Shasta. I have looked upon that 
priest-robed giant known in Tacoma 
as Mt. Tacoma and in Seattle as Mt. 
Rainier. I have been in sight of 
that Alaska elevation called Mt. St. 
Elias, of which Doc Cook Hed when 
he said he ascended to its summit. 
1 am fairly familiar with many | 
mountain peaks in the Rockies, the 
Sierras and the Coast Range, but 
never before did I behold such ma- 
jestic and awe-inspiring mountains 
— those which inclose Yosemite Val- 
ey. 

This morning my awakened eyes 
looked from the window at the head 
of my bed in one of the comfortable 
little bungalows in El Capitan camp 
allotted to the members of The 
Times excursion party, and I beheld 
the steel-gray face of Eagle Moun« 
tain towerin against the blue 
heaven. Suddenly the rising sun 
mMummed the rim of the majestic 
hill with a ribbon of yellow light 
which gradually widened downward 
until the whole of Eagle Mountain 
was bathed in the golden glow. 

Do you long for the society of 
trees? There are pines and spruces, 
oaks and hemlocks, aspens and ce- 
dars in Yosemite which fear no ax, 
for Uncle Sam's agents are in the 
valley, even singing, “Woodman, 
spare that tree; touch not a single 
bough.” Do you like the perfume 
of flowers. You may bend over 
primroses, agalias, lilies and roses, 
but you must not pluck a single blos- 
som, but leave them to gladden the 
eyes and exhilarate the noses of the 
next batch of tourists. 

It is a walk of but a mile or 60 
from El Capitan camp to Yosemite 
village, and you can ride in an auto 
ff your pedoneums are disinclined 
to exertion—as mine always are. 
There is a postoffice, express, tele- 
phone and telegraph office there, and 
a barber shop, a general store and 
other reminders of the effete civiliza- 
tion you left behind you and would 
like never to see again. There is 
also a room built around a big tree, 
and you cannot find that in any of 


geles, whose proprietors obey the 
scriptural injunction to take in 
strangers and do for them, 

And here you stand awestruck, 
with uncovered head, before Yosem- 
ite Falis—a mighty stream which 
leaps over 2000 feet from the summit 
of the mountain. Its first jump is 


and its lower one 320 feet. Just 
think of a river forty feet wide, five 
feet deep and carying 21,660,000 gal- 
lons of water per hour, shooting 
from the summit of a cliff en- 
shrouded with a spray of diamonds 
glittering in the sunlight, and strik- 
ing the rocks below with a sound 
like the roar of an army of giants. 
A curious feature of these great 
walls of rock is the fringe of trees 
upon them. Where they have found 
nutriment for their roots is a mys- 
tery which man can never solve till 
he ascends or descends to them on 
an aeroplane and anchors his flying 
machine with a rope to a tree. 

One or two hundred yards from 
our bungalow the Merced River flows 
tranguilly.

When the body of 
Mrs. Morton arrived in this city the 
undertakers at the establishment of

An autopsy yesterday indicated 
that there are circumstances to war- 
rant holding an inquest and the Cor- 
oner at once issued subpoenaes for 
all persons at the -County Hospital 
and at.the Patton insane asylum who 
had control of the woman during her 
brief incarceration. Prosecutions 
may follow. if | 
J. T. Pletts, brother of Mrs. Mor- 
ton, was given permission to bury 
the body, but it may later be ex- 
humed. It was shipped to Los An- 
geles for burial without a word of 
explanation as to the manner in 
which she was injured. Later the 
nurse in charge of Mrs. Morton at 
Patton was quoted as saying she ar- 
rived at Patton with the broken leg 
and arm. County Hospital employ- 
ees, on the other hand, deny this and 
declared the woman was able to 
walk out of the hospital. 

The attendants at Patton stated 
that when Mrs. Morton entered that 
institution her arm and leg were in 
plaster casts. When the body 
reached the undertaker’s here there 
Was no sign of a cast on either leg 
or arm. The dead woman weighed 


a victim of inflammatory rheuma- 
tism, and, according to the Patton 
officials, was not in a fit condition 
to have been removed from the lo- 
cal hospital. 

“IT understand Dr. Riley of Patton 
admits the arm was broken by one 
of the Insane patients,“ Dr. Whitman 
stated last evening. “This informa- 
tion was conveyed to me by long- 
distance telephone. It was alse stat-. 
ed that the fracture of the leg was 
of longer duration, but our clinical 
records here will show that Mrs. 
Morton left the psychopathic ward 
in good physical condition. She was 
frail and suffering from rheumatism, 
but there were no broken bones. I 
want the Coroner to make a thorough 
investigation; I want to see the gullty 
person punished. It has been inti- 
mated that the woman died from an 
organic heart trouble, but the au- 
tepsy did not bring out that fact.“ 
In addition to the investigation to 
be made by the Coroner the District 
Attorney's office may take a hand. 
The death of Mrs. Morton recalis 
that of Edward Furrer, who died at 
Patton after a broken rib had pene- 
trated one of his lungs. His jaw was 
also broken and four men were in- 
dicted and arrested in connection 
with his death. At that time it was 
alleged the injuries were received 
when attendants tried to force Fur- 
rer to eat.

Momence, III., crazed by the heat, 
rranged himself in a casket and 
shot a bullet through his head. 
One peeullar heat victim in Chi- 
cago was Mrs. Julia Stetzlir, who fell 
in convulsions while watching bath- 
ers disporting themselves in the lake. 
Her recovery is doubtful. Fourteen 
prostrations are reported up to this 
evening by the police, and it was 
stated that three of these would 
probably result fatally in a few 
hours. The only thing that saved Chi- 
cago from a heavy death list was 
the fact that the humidity was un- 
usually low, about 35 per cent. In 
New York the humidity was 98, 
while the temperature was only 84. 
— SCENES IN THE GHETTO. 


Queer scenes are witnessed tonight 
in the Ghetto, and other congested 
districts, where fire escapes, roofs, 
hallways and sidewalks are draped 
with panting humanity.

The exact status of Mooney, the 
labor agitator, who had been sought 
two days, is Still something of a 
puzzle to the police, following his 
surrender by telegram to Chief of 
Police White this afternoon, and his 
arrest at Guerneville, two hours 
later, by two San Francisco police- 
men who were spending their vaca- 
tion in the Sonoma county town. 
Today Chief White received a tele- 
gram from Mooney. It read: 
“Wife and I left San Francisco last 
Monday, 8:45 aA. m., for a week vaca- 
‘tion at Monterio. See by papers I 
am wanted by San Francisco police. 
My movements are and have deen 
an open book. Will return by next 
train to San Francisco. I consider 
this attempt to incriminate me in 
connection with the bomb outrage 
one of the most dastardly pieces of 
work ever attempted. 
“TOM Moo NET.“ 
In spite of this telegram, Mooney 
did not start immediately for San 
Francisco. On the contrary, he pur- 
chased two §0-cent tickets for him- 
self and his wife. These would take 
him but a short distance out 
Guerneville. But before he had @ 
chance to take the train, Policemen 
Daniel and William O’Brien, who are 
spending their vacation in Guerne- 
ville and who have been keeping 
Mooney under surveillance since the 
bomb crime, placed him under ar- 


rest. 

“You needn't bother about me, 
boys,” Mooney told the policemen, 
“for I'm going in now to have a 
conference with the Chief about 
this business.” 

But the officers scrutinized Moon- 
ers tickets and decided to hold him. 
At 6 o'clock tonight San Francisco 
detectives arrived at Guerneville and 
both Mooney and his wife were im- 
mediately bundléd into an automo- 
—— and started back for San Fran- 

0. 

Thomas J. Ryan, the Waiters’ 
Union picket who was arrested 
Wednesday night on suspicion of 
being the writer of the threaten- 
ing postcards received by many per- 
sons shortly before the preparedness 
parade, was the only man arrested 
in connection with the bomb outrage 
who was permitted to be inter- 
viewed. All the rest are held strictly 
incommunicado and are not even 
booked on the prison register. 

Further questioning of Billings 
and Mrs. Belle Lavin, the woman 
who was arrested with the chief sus- 
pect, Wednesday, availed but little 
today. Billings continued to regard, 
or pretend to regard, his arrest as 
a joke, while Mrs. Lavin has as- 
sumed a pugnacious attitude and de- 
clines to talk. 

REDS’ MEETINGS SUPPRESSED 

Meetings of anarchists in the pub- 
lic parks of San Francisco are to 
be stopped, according to action tak- 
en today by the Board of Park Com- 
missioners.

Mayor Rolph's assertion at the 
mass meeting Wednesday night to 
the effect that the bomb explosion 
was one of the few instances of the 
disobedience of law was scoffed at by 
Robert Newton Lynch, the manager 
of the Chamber of Commerce. 
Lynch called attention to the speech 
of Otto Irving Wise, in which he 
said that the city’s lawlessness for 
the past years culminated in the 
placing of the bomb at Market and 
Steuart streets Saturday. 

Frederick J. Koster, chairman of 
the Committee on Law and Order, 
said today that the demeanor of the 
audience at the mass meeting indi- 
cated that the entire community 
was in accord with the work of the 
committee. 

“The eager spirit with which the 
resolution was adopted showed that 
every one is for law and order. The 
committee will not feel that its work 
has been finished until merchants 
cease to be intimidated and every 
man can work on an equal basis, 
whether he be a member of a trade 
union.”

LATEST UNION SCANDAL. 


Even Newsboys Quick to Size up Purport of Prepared- 
ness Parade Explosion as Lawless Squads’ Members are 
Caught Within San Francisco Police Dragnet Labor 


AN FRANCISCO, July 27. —

“Such was the newsboy’s call that 
roused San Francisco to a realiza- 
tion that the bomb outrage of Sat- 
urday afternoon was simply another 
outbreak of the lawless dynamite 
squads of the unions affiliated with 
San Francisco's hotorious Labor 
Council.

Three men who were delegates to 


the Labor Council are under arrest 
and the police are reported to be 
combing the Coast for two others, 
who have fied the city. Those now 
held on a charge of complicity in 
the bomb plot are: 

RED ROSTER. 

Edward Nolan, Labor Council 
delegate from the Machinists’ Union 
and delegate to the fecent Baltimore 
convention of the Machinists’ inter- 
national convention. The police re- 
port finding in his room eight sam- 
Ples of acids and powders such as 
are used in the manhfacture of high 
explosives. 

Warren Billings, former delegate 
to the Labor Council from the Leath- 
er Workers’ Union, Has a long police 
court record, although still a young 
man. He was a pfecinct boss for 
Sheriff Tom Finn, the big Progres- 
sive boss of San Francisco. Dam- 
aging evidence wag found in his 


room, which is in the notorious re- 
sort of Belle Lavin No. 2410 Mis- 
sion street. as 

Thomas J. Ryan, head of the 


picket squad of the Waiters’ Union 
and former member of Labor Coun- 
cil. He has been identified as the 
sender of some of the threatening 
notes. 

Israel Weinberg, member of 
Jitney Drivers’ Union. He is al- 
leged to have drtwen the plotters 
from the scene of the explosion. 

Mrs. Belle Lavin, landlady of the 
notorious Mission-street resort, 
which was the rendezvous of the 
McNamaras and Schmidt after The 
Times bomb horror. This is in the 
heart of the strongest 
district in San

“NEED NO CONFESSIONS.” 


Asked this afternoon whether any 
of the suspects had confessed Dist.- 
Atty. Fickert made the laconic re- 
ply: No we need no confessions.” 

Billings, positively identified this 
afternoon by Miss Eételie Smith as 
a man whom she saw carrying a 
suit case Saturday afternoon a half- 
hour before the explodgion, is a mem- 
ber of the dynamite squad that has 
terrorized Northern California for 
more than three years. He is an

Market tough. He is supposed to 
have some political influence in the 
underworld and this has saved him 
from prosecution in San Francisco. 
He was passed up by the policemen 
on the beate, and by the police court 
judges so often that he began to 
regard himself as immune. State 
ments of those already questioned in- 
dicated that he carried the suit case 
around openly for some time Satur- 
day and confided ‘to union pals .in 
saloons that he was going to put the 
preparedness parade out of business 
with it. 

Nolan is believed by the police to 
be the head of the dynamite squad. 
He is known as an agitator and an 
I. W. W., but in union labor circles 
he has a big following and was a 
district leader for Finn in the last 
city campaign. He was appointed 
as one of the arbiters in the auto 
machinists’ strike three months ago, 
In that strike, Billings, better known 
as Chic Harris, went to work as an 
independent workman, serving as a 
spy for the Labor Council,

During the search for the perpetra- 


tors of The Times outrage the San 
Francisco police became aware of 
the desperate nature of the charac- 
ters that were harbored there. They 
could have cleaned out the place, 
but the Lavin woman had influential 
friends among the higher-ups in the 
union labor circles so she and her 
noisome brood were protected. 

One afternoon she rang up the 
Police and notified them that her 
husband had just killed a roomer of 
whom he was jealous and then shot 
himself. The police removed the 
two dead men and the woman's ver- 
sion of the affair was accepted. 
Since that time the place has been 
u resort for members of the dyna- 
mite squads of the labor unions. 
Possibly nowhere else in the United 
States could such a resort remain 
undisturbed so long. 

Mooney is another of the political 
bosses of the labor unions. He has 
been arrested on charges of com- 
plicity in dynamite outrages. 

Tens of thousands of irate citizens 
in San Francisco, Oakland and Ala- 
meda are demanding that the Labor 
Council receive a thorough cleaning 
out, that the known murderers who 
are permitted to gu free by reason 
of its protection be brought to the 
bar of justice and that every case of 
criminal lawlessness in the south-of- 
Market district be vigorously prose- 
cuted, They ask that this reign of 
terror and lawlessness along the 
waterfront shall cease and that the 
politicians, the higher-ups, who have

Scrawied in pencil on the back of 
a time card, and unsigned, the let- 
ter was mailed last Tuesday and re- 
ceived by Mr. Cashin Wednesday. He 
immediately turned it over to the 
Police. 

M’NAMARA LETTERS. 

Letters from the two. McNamaras, 
now serving life terms in San Quen- 
tin, were found in the resort of Rose 
Lavin. These are being guarded 
carefully as they are said to contain 
some interesting revelations concern- 
ing the manner in which favored 
prisoners are treated in the State 
penitentiary. If they not made 
public before the actual trial of Bill- 
ings and the Lavin woman they may. 
be kept secret until the November 
elections are safely past. This would 
be another Glavise procedure. 

Pmma Goldman contihues to orate 
nightly against law and order un- 
disturbed by the San Francisco po- 
lice.

Railroads platform men Who several 
weeks ago balked Mooney in an 
abortive attempt at a street car 
strike. The street car men were in 
the preparedness parade only a 
short distance from the place where 
the explosion took place. It inci- 
d@netally became known: today that 
United Ratlroads detectives have 
been working closely with the police 
since the explosion, and have been 
trailing Mooney since the dynamiting 
of power line towers south of the 
city about two months ago. 

Nolan, in whose house raiding 
deputies found acids and explosives, 
was said to be an askociate of 
Mooney and an ardent worker in the 
defense of Ford and Suhr, serving a 
life sentence for the killing of Dist.- 
Atty. Manwell in the Wheatland hop 
riots. He is also said to have taken 
part in a funeral memorial service 
held by anarchists over the body of 
a bandit killed several months ago 
in a battle with the police here.

City Treasurer W. F. G. Blaikie, 
who is an expert accountant. proved 
the star witness for the defense. He 
reported a careful audit of the ac- 
counts of the water department, of 
which Mr. Alford has charge, and 
declared them correct. 

Mr. Blaikie explained that it has 
been the custom of the city to allow 
city employees to work for private 
individuals, for the city to pay them 
for this labor, and the individuals 
to reimburse the city, adding that 
Alford had done this in the present 
case. He also testified that before 
Mr. Alford had had any private work 
done by city employees he had de- 
posited $260 with the city and that 
there was still a credit to him. 


In addressing the Council Jolliffe 
declared that not only was Alford 
guilty, but that the Council who 
sanctioned such procedure was not 
innocent.
